sentjal provision of the new ordinance 
is the continuance of religious teach- 
ing or ceremonies as a part of the 
school curriculum. 
The 
ordinance 
stipulated that the private 
schools 
should conform within ten years. 
The step taken 
by the mission 
marks the beginning of a new epocn 
for Christian education in Korea. It 
means that on approval by the home 
board 
the 
well-known 
missionary 
school 
at 
Songdo and the 
other 
schools belonging to this mission will 
separate education from religion, and 
will not teach the Bible or the tenets 
of Christianity during- the 
regular 
school hours. 
One school in Korea, 
the Paichai Haktang, 
conducted by 
the Northern Methodists, has already 
conformed to the regulations, but no 
steps on such a large scale as that 
now 
proposed 
by

nrlssion have yet been taken.

One way to 
reform them is to talre them to in- 
structive moving picture shows and 
to allow them to mingle with the 
good Boy Scouts, according to some 
of the remedies outlined by Lleuten- 
ant-General Sir Robert Baden-Powell 
the chief scout.

"In Birmingham they 
have formed what, are called reserve 
Scouts." 
There ^are 
2,000 
young 
hooligans who are honorary members 
of Scout troops, and they are allowed 
to

scouting at all unless they wish, but 
90 per cent of them want to become 
scouts after they have been playing 
a week or two.

where General Joffre in the autumn 
of 1916, sacrificed thousands of French 
soldiers in attacks. The French, in 
addition to a large number of prison- 
ers taken, lost important observation 
points 
At morn the Germans bom- 
barded the French position, and in a 
short time the hostile trenches were 
leveled and the barb wire entangle- 
ments cleared away by the fire. At a 
given moment the German attacking 
forces sallied from their trenches and 
pushed irresistibly ahead, capturing 
four lines of French trenches. Deci- 
mated by the German fire and buried 
in their trenches tie 
French were 
•compelled to surrender in groups. 
The German losses were small in com- 
parison with those of the French."

Washington, Feb. 19.—Contracts for 


navy projectiles which had been let to 
Had'fields, Limited, 
an English, con- 


cern,, were today given to the Midvale 
Steel company, .the Washington Steel 
& Ordnance company and the Crucible 
Steel company. 


Hadfields was prevented by the Brit- 


ish government from accepting the 
contract 
tor 
4,400 projectiles, which 


had been awarded by the navy depart- 
ment at a much smaller price per 
shell and with quicker delivery than 
American offers. 
Award of the contracts to the three 
American firms terminates the contro- 
versy between the navy and Ameri- 
can munition makers. 
Representatives 
of the companies and department offi- 
cials reached • an 
agreement on flat 
price of $500 per shell. That is an in- 
crease over the price on similar or- 
ders in pervious years, but aggregates 
$447,500 less than the former total 


Contracts awarded the three Ameri- 
can firms aggregate 14,200 14-inch ar- 
mor piercing shells. 


ORGANIZE TO SECURE 


PENSIONS AFTER WAR 


[SPECIAL TO THE OAZSTTE.] 


London, Feb. 19.—What is practical- 
ly a trade union of soldiers ar.d 
sailors and their dependents entitled 
to pension or separation allowance 
has just been organized. It is called 
the Naval and Military War Pensions 
and Welfare League. Its objects are 
to prevent corruption in the adminis- 
tration of pensions and to see that 
justice is done to pensioners in "this 
and other wars." 
Some Idea of the power that the 
new organization may wield in the 
affairs of the nation may be gained 
from the fact that there will be 
5,000,000 
discharged 
soldiers 
arid 
sailors, who form 
at least half the 
electorate of the country. 
' The league was launched by J. M. 
Hogge, the chairman of the pensions 
committee of the House of Commons, 
who was entrusted by the government 
with the task of finding a solution for 
some of the difficulties already con- 
fronting the dependents of men who 
had given their 
lives 
in the war. 
Thousands of. people complained that 
they 
had 
been overlooked by the 
pensions department 
and 
returned 
soldiers, incapacitated by injury, were 
not getting allowances. 
The league is the most comprehen- 
sive scheme yet suggested for deal- 
ing with the pensions problem. It is 
proposed that membership shall, for 
sums "varying from six pence (twelve 
cents) to one pound, be open to all 
directly associated with the issue of 
pensions—that 
is 
potentially the 
whole of the army and navy—to their 
wives and dependents, and to anyone 
else who is interested in the welfare 
of soldiers and sailors. 
The objects 
of the league include those of "repre- 
senting 
the 
returned 
soldier 
tn 
Parliament," "watching the admm- 
itsration of pensions," "protecting the 
future interests of pensioners," and 
"organizing all pensions for this and 
other wars." 
Some idea of the 
scope of the 
league may Jie gained from the fol- 
lowing recommendations: — 
That there should be a minimum 
scale of pensions below which no one 
should fall. 
That the scale should be elastic so 
that the pension should fit the man 
and not the man the pension. 
That 
every 
man 
accepted 
as 
medically fit should, if he is after- 
wards "scrapped" be pensioned as if 
he had been really medically fit. 
That every consumptive soldier or 
sailor should be helped. 
That a mother shoud be entitled to 
receive from the state the support 
that she would have received from 
her son if she had not lost him in 
the war. 
. , . 
, 
That disabled men should be cared 


for. 
trained and employed. 
That children should be provided 
for 
more 
generously, 
especially 
motherless 
children 
and 
orphans; 
and that a civil liabilities committee 
should be set up to help men dis- 
charged from the army.

FRENCH LINE SHIP 


SINKS A SUBMARINE 


IN RUNNING BATTLE 


[BY ASSOCIATED I'REHS] 
New York. 
Feb. 19.—In a .'arty- 
minute battle between a German U- 
•boat, and the French line steamship 
Guyane, at. the coast of France, on 
January ''2, the submarine was sunk, 
according to officers of the freighter, 
which arrived Here today from Bor- 
deaux. 
The Guyane was one day out from 
port. 
Captain Rousselot said 
tile 
U-boat, was sighted some distance 10 
port, and 
apparently 
endeavored 10 
cross the freighter's bow in order to 
stop her. The submarine fired a shot 
which fell short, and the Guyane then 
turned sharply to starboard so her 
big gun mounted at. the stern could be 
trained on the approaching vessel. 
Shots Fired Short. 
The submarine fired a second shot 
which fell considerably short and a 
third which struck the water close to 
the freighter. 
Meanwhile the Guyane's gunner had 
sent one shell which failed to hit, but 
struck very near its mark. A second 
shot, Captain Rousselot said, hit the 
U-boat squarely and the underwater 
boat was seen to collapse. 
During the next thirty minutes the 
German craft appeared to be strug- 
gling for existence. No one appeared 
on deck and no .further 
attempt to 
shell the freighter was made, and the 
Guyane refrained from firing any more 
shots. At the end of half an hour ihe 
submarine disappeared. The freight- 
er's officers said they had no doubt but 
what the U-boat was lost. 
The Guyane. a steel vessel of 2,700 
tons, carried thirty-seven men. There 
were no Americans on board. She car- 
ried a general cargo of about 1,000 
tons. 
Ship Escaped Pursuers. 
Baltimore. Mr., Feb. 19.—The Dan- 
eldson steamship Laconia of Glasgow, 
provided with a smoke device of the 
British admiralty to protect shipping- 
vessels 
from 
submarine attacks, ar- 
rived at this port yesterday. The ship 
also carried a three-inch gun. The La- 
conia encountered no enemy on her 
trip to this port, but she was chased 
on the outward voyage by a German 
vessel thought to be a commerce raid- 
er, and again by a. submarine in the 
Bay of Biscay. The Laconia escaped 
both times by her superior speed.
